Aug. 19.—The 
Senate reconvened at noon today 
after a two months’ summer recess 
with only a few members on hand 
for the opening sess.on, 
The tariff bill passed in May »y 
the House is the order of busi- 
ness for the Senate, but as the 
Finance Committee has not com- 
pleted work on the measure, a 
series of three-day recesses were 
started at once. These will be 
continued until Sept. 4. by which 
time the bill is expected to be 
ready for considcration on the 
floor, 
After being in session only three 
minutes, the Senate adjourned un: 
til Thursday, It was one of the 
briefest session in the body’s his- 
tory. Only 30 Sen’‘tors were in 
their seats.

. Park G. Hammar, retired St. 
Louis paint manufacturer, is the 
author of a newly published book 
entitled." “Growing Young and 
Staying Young: or. Longer and 
Better Living.” 

Hammar, who is 65 years old, 
has a bachelor apurtment at 34733 
Lindell boulgvard and an offjce in 
the Railway Exchange Building. 
He formerly was associated with 
his brother, frank V. Hammar. in 
Hammar Bros. White Lead Co. and 
the Hammar Pairt Co.,:and was 
president of the latter company. 

Although he holds no medical 
or scientific degree. Hammar has 
devoted nearly 20 years to study 
of the human body, the composi- 
tion and properties of food sub- 
stances, and the effects of exer- 
cise. His aim has been to discover 
the Fountain of Youth. Now he 
believes that he has found it. Or, 
rather, that he has found where 
the fountain is. 

He has not yet tapped the foun- 
tain and started gits flow for the 
rejuvenation of himself and other 

middle-aged and «lIderly persons; 
but he tells in his book how he 
hopes to do so. 
A Course in 192 Days. 

Epitomized, his plan is to rebuild 
and rejuvenate human bodies by an 
intensive course of 192 days, spent 
in secluded communal life on the 
semitropical seacoast, probably at 
some point in the Hawaiian Islands. 
The members of the ‘proposed col- 
ony would: 

Sleep face downward on a log. 

Eat in the sanie position. 

Swim in the surf from 70 min- 
utes daily at beginning of course 
to 12 hours daily at the end. 

Live on fresh cocoanut and 
assorted fruits, ratio of cocoanut 
increasing through the course 
until it becomes the sole food. 

Sleep in frequent shoft’*'pe- 
riods, at no time more than two 
hours at once. Toward end of 
course, 12 daily sleeping periods 
of one-half hour eath. 

Abandon all attention to bus)- 
ness and other outside concerns; 
wear no clothing: receive no vis- 
itors; devote entire time. day and 
night, Sundays and holidays, to 
the routine of the course. 

The tog, so termed in the book, 
will not be a natural trunk of 
wood, but some sort of artificial 
boister. Otherwise. the require- 
ments are literally just as they 
have been outlined. 

Program Based on Study. 

“It is unusual. indeed an un- 
heard-of program,” the author 
says. “If it were like other pro- 
grams of exercise and diet, it would 
not be a life-prolonging system, for 
other systems have not accom- 
plished prolongation of life. There 
are features which sound arbitrary. 
but they are based on study. 

“The program will sound hard, 
even impossible. It will be said 
that men could not continue’ so 
long in a round so unceasing and 
So exacting, merely in the hope of 
future benefit. With this I agree. 
1 believe they will continue it, and 
will go eagerly through the increas- 
ingly intensive terms, because they 
are getting their youth renewed 
right then; and feel the renewing 
process in every fiber. 


“The whole co-ordinated pro- 
gram of exercise. rest, posture, cres- 
piration and food will give new 
bodies. | mean by this to express 
the firm belief that. at the end of 
the 192 days, those who take the 
course will have definitely younger 
bodies—limbs and trunks in which 
the cell-structures have been re- 
built. lungs with new powers of 
respiration, purified blood, revital- 
ized muscles, marvelously func- 
tioning digestive organs. If 
many were to take the course, the 
present statistical tables of life in- 
surance actuaries would be upse®”’ 


Must Be Taken as a Whole. 

The book, which is of 112 pages, 
is devoted to a detailed outline of 
the proposed course, and to state- 
ment of the reasons for each part 
of the program. There are chap- 
ters on “The Time Element,” “Ex- 
ercise—Posture,”’ “Food.” and “The 
Co-ordinated Whole.” The writer 
insists that the course must be un- 
dertaken as a whole. Its isolated 
parts’ he says. would not give the 
same results, and the food ration, 
in particular. could not be followeg 
save tn conjunction with the other 
parts of the course. \ 

Only men are to participate in 
the first test of the course, .1s out- 
lined in the book. The sole exer- 
cise is swimming: a pool may take 
the place of the surf on rainy days 
and dark nights—for the routine ts 
to go on without interruption, day 
and night. j 

The 192-day course is divided 
into six terms of 32 days each. In 
the first term, the 24-hour day ts 
divided into seven cycles. each of 
which is a complete round of ex- 
ercise, eating and sleep. In the 
second term. the day is divided into 
eight cycles. and the periods of 
sleep are shortened. In the sub- 
sequent terms, the division of the

SHE WILL STAY 
IN THE RACE 


| Contestants Will Continue 
to Phoenix, to Spend 
Night After Flight From 
San Bernardino. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHOENIX, Ariz., Aug. 19.— 
Louise Thaden of Pittsburg, Pa., 
was the first flyer to complete the 
second lap of the Santa Monica- 
Cleveland women’s air Derby when 
she landed at Sky Harbor, the 
Phoenix airport, at 1:04-36 p. m., 
mountain time, today. 

Special to the Post-Uispatch, 

YUMA, Ariz., Aug. 19.—Leading 
18 women air derby flyers from 
San Bernardino, Amelia Earhart, 
first woman to cross the Atlantic 
in an airplane, escaped injury when 
her plane nosed over in landing at 
the Yuma airport here today. She 
was unhurt. The propeller of her 
plane was sinashed. 

A telephone call was sent to Los 
Angeles for a new propeller to be 
sent by another plane so she could 
continue her flight to Cleveland, O., 
‘final destination of the. flyers. 

Fifteen of the 18 women who 
departed from San _ Bernardino 
shortly after 6 a. m. arrived at 
Yuma before 9:30 a.m. The other 
two were in slower planes. 

The flyers will rest here until 
later in the day, due to the extreme 
heat. The thermometer register :d 
105 to 110 degrees during’ the 
morning, The next contro] stop ts 
Phoenix. Ariz., 250 miles awzay, 
where the flyers will remain ovcr 
night, starting early tomorrow for 
Tucson, Ariz. 

Three of the women were forced 
down en route to Yuma. They were 
Thea Rasche of Essen, Germany; 
Bobbie Trout of Los Angeles and 
Mrs. Claire Fahy of Burbank, Cal. 


Controversy Over Stopping at Cal- 
exico Settled, 

SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., Aus. 
19.—-Eighteen woinan contestants 
in the $25,000 air derby, took off 
agair shortly after 6 a. m. today 
aftes a controversy which for a 
time hid threatened to break up 
the race had been settled. 

Vera Walker, Los Angeles pilet, 
was the first to get her plane in 
the air, starting at 6:10 a.m. Mrs. 
Keith Miller of New Zealand was 
second, twv minutes tater, and 
Neva Paris of Great Neck, N. Y.., 
third. - Thereafter the others left 
at regular two-minute periods. 
climbing high into the early morn- 
ing haze to surmount the San Ber- 
nardino Mountain range, 10,000 
feet above sea level. 

It was announced that the flyers, 
instead of making a control stop 
at Calexico, would be permitted to 
fly sufficiently low over that air- 
port to allow checkers to read 
their plane numbers. The con- 
testants then may laid at Yuma, 
Ariz., the change they had de- 
manded or continue to Phoenix, 
the second night stop. 

The protest was made against 
the Calexico stop because several 
planes would be unable to take off 
from the field there due to the 
lack of space. 

Hold Protest M-eting. 

After a dinner. given them by 
the Exchange Club of San Ber- 
nardino, the contestants held a 
protest meeting. under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Florence Barnes, 
aviator wife of a San Marino (Cal.) 
minister. They issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“We, the undersigned pilots in 
the women’s air derby, hereby 
declare we will go no further than 
this: point. unless -routed by or 
through Phoenix, Ariz., instead of 
Calexico, Cah. Cause of this -de- 
cision was the failure of Cleveland 
to set the route within 24 hours 
of the start of the race and no 
point located between San Ber- 
nardino and Phoenix.” 

All but one of the 19 contest- 
ants, Mary von -Mack, Detroit, 
Mich., sportswoman, landed here 
without a mishap. Miss Mack came 
down at Montebello, a few miles 
east of Los Angeles. after being 
confused by other planes ‘flying 
about her there. 

Two other entrants fell behind. 
May Haizlip of Kansas City, failed 
to start because her plane had not 
arrived at Clover Field. If her 
competing flyers consent, she will 
be allowed to start today if her 
plane arrives by noon. Mabel! Wa- 
ters of Alta Vista, Kan., meeting a 
similar situation, withdrew. 

Phoebe Omlie, of Memphis. 
Tenn., who ted off the tong flight, 
landed at San Rernardino. still out 
in front of the lighter class planes. 
Louise McPhetridge Thaden, of

Most of 
the contestants were forced out by 
mishaps. which caused them to iis- 
qualify themselves by placing a foot 
on the street.

MAN WHO KILLED 
HS STEPMOTHER 
IN 1915 PAROLED 


Gov. Caulfield Grants 
Freedom to Jesse Coggins 
of St. Louis Because of 
Scholastic Record. 


COMMITTED MURDER 
WHEN 16 YEARS OLD. 


Told of Killing ‘‘by Burg- 
lar” Afterward in Saloon 
—Called Victim - Only 
Friend He Ever Had. 


Jesse Coggins, who killed his 
stepmother in St. Louis in 1915 
when a boy of 16, : strangling 
her with a handkerchief while 
drunk, was paroled today by Gov. 
Caulfield after serving 13 years of 
a life ‘sentence. Entering prison 
with an evil reputation and prac- 
tically no education, he has studied 
several correspondence courses, 
making grades ranging from 95 to 
100 per cent. 

The Prison Board was guided in 
its recommendation by the unusual 
scholastic record achieved in pris- 
on by Coggins and by the fact that 
he had few early opportunities, his 
mother dying when he was seven 
days old. Coggins is now 30 years 
old and has an excellent prison rec- 
ord. 

Coggins killed hig stepmother, 
whont he described as “the only 
friend I ever had,” on Jan. 5, 1915, 
in her home at 4001A North Twen- 
ty-first street. At his trial in ju- 
venile Court he pleaded insanity, 
declaring he was prompted in his 
act by an “uncontrollable desire.’ 

Began Drinking at 11. 

The case attracted widespread 
attention. It developed that Cog- 
gins had smoked cigarettes exces- 
sively trom the age of 9 and had 
begun. drinking at the age of 11. 
In jail he boasted that during the 
year before his arrest he- had 
preached,in Market street sidewalk 
missions against the .evils of to- 
bacco and drink while indulging 
both habits secretly. 

Mrs. Coggins’ body, bound with 
towels and handkerchiefs, was dis- 
covered by the boy’s father, Al- 
fred C. Coggins, when he returned 
from work. The house had beep 
looted of cash, jewelry and other 
articles. Suspicion pointing to the 
son was confirmed when detectives 
learned that 20 minutes after the 
father found his wife dead, the boy 
was in a Market street saloon tear- 
fully relating that his mother had 
been killed by a burglar. 

Arrested in Little Rock. 

Several days later, young Cog- 
gins was arrested in Little Rock as 
he tried to pawn his father’s 
watch. He was wearing a_ suit 
stolen from his father at the time. 
He confessed readily. At his trial 
lawyers tried to prove that he was 
a victim of pre-natal influence, of- 
fering testimony to the effect that 
his father was cruel to his mother. 
“I’m not crazy,’’ he ole reporters | 
afterwards. 

In prison, Coggins eth ‘courses 
in spelling, grammar, arithmetic, 
bookkeeping and shorthand, and 
prison officials believe he has un- 
dergone complete reformation. 

Another St. Louisan paroled to- 
day was Charlies Turner, a Negro, 
who has served 17 years and four 
months of a life sentence for sec- 
ond-degree murder. He killed an- 
other Negro in a in a fight.

Louise Strother, St. Louis Or- 
phan Who Inherited, $5,000,- 
000,: Here With Husband. 


Heiress to approximately $5,- 
000,006, 16-year-old Louise Strot- 
her, once poor St. Louis ofphan 
adopted by an oil millionaire, ran 
away from her guardian, Saturday 
in Richland, La., and eloped with 


Selia Bunch, a farm hand. The 
young girl and her husband reach- 
ed St. Louis this morning and are 
staying at the Coronado Hotel. 

A close watch had been kept up- 
on the girl who, the orphan of a 
Missouri zinc miner, fell heir after 
her adoption to a large estate. « H. 
P. Warden, her wealthy guardian, 
and his wife, at Richland, La., had 
rarely allowed the girl out of sight. 

Breaking.a precedent last Satur- 
day night, Mrs. Warden allowed 
Louise to visit a picture show in 
the neighboring town of Delhi. La., 
with a girl friend. After the show, 
the heiress suddenly deserted her 
companion, stepped into a road- 
ster driven by a man, and was 
whirled away. A telegram -re- 
ceived by her guardian yesterday 
told of the marriage. 

The telegram read: 
ry. I have,a husband 
happy.” 

Warden was unable to. state 
where the girl met Bunch, a farm- 
hand who had worked in the neigh- 
borhood of Warden's home, where 
the girl has lived since’ QO, D.

oompleting the most perilous trip 
of its world journey, the flight of 
Mearly 7000 miles from Friedrich- 


shafen, Germany.. in 300, hours. 

The dirigible arrived over this 
city at 4:35 p. m.. just one minute 
more than 100 hours from the 
time it left Friedrichshafen, Ger- 
many, Thursday, 4:34 a m. 

This trip is the longest nonstop 
flight on record, 

The appearance over Tokio 
marked the erd of the setond leg 
of the Zeppelin’s round-the-world 
tour which began at Lakehurst, 
N. J., late Wednesgay, Aug. 7, 
with the first leg compleced Aug. 
10. The 4200 miles from Lake- 
Eurst to Friedrichshafen were 
made in 55 hours and 24 minutes 

Ahead of the Graf Zeppelin are 
two more tegs before completion 
of its world tour. Tokio te Los 
Angeles, about 5470 miles—and 
Los Angeles to Lakehurst, about 
2500 miles, or 7970 miles total for 
the two legs. 

A Speed 64 Miles. 

The average speed of the Zep- 
pelin from Friedrichshafen to 
Tokio was just in excess of 64 
miles an hour. This, when ft is 
considered that only three of the 
dirigible’s five motors were kept 
running during most of the trip, 
was exceptionally good and about 
15 miles an hour itn excess of what 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, the Zeppelin’s 
commander, had estimated it 
would make. 

Aboard the Zeppelin were 60 
persons, 40 crew and officers and 
20 passengers of whom Lady Grace 
Drummond Eay was the only wom- 
an. With the exception of a knick- 
knack or two. including a@ bust of 
Baron Ehrenfeld, there was n0 
freight other than 60,000 pieces of 
mail, the revenue from which was 
nearly $50,000. ‘ 

The Zeppelin’s sighting over 
Tokio .occurred just 45 minutes 
after it had circled the hangar at 
Kasumigaura. It remained but a 
few moments over Kasumigaura 
and then headed for Tokio, to 
while away the hours until evening 
when the expected fall in tempera- 
ture would permit landing. 

The large hangar at 
gaura, completed in 1926, was 
quired from Germany on the Jap- 
anese reparations account. Three 
blimps, the entire lighter paged ne air 
force of the Japanese navy, were 
removed irom the hangar to ac- 
commodate the Zeppelin.

At 3724 p. m., Yokohama 
time, we had crossed thé Asian 


mainland and enierged at Ayan, 
on the Okhotsk Sea. 

We had crossed a desolate, 
swampy ./ilderness where it 
would take a party of men on 
the ground more than three 
years to get as far—perhaps 10 
years, 

From low temperatures and 
the chilly Siberian atmosphere, 
we are now within almost 
reaching distance of Japan and 
its warm sunshine, 

Those last hours before 
striking the sea were flown 
over veritable wildernesses, and 
not 60 houses were seen, not 
100 cultivated acres. Forests 
and swamps were apparently 
limitless. There were practical- 
ly no birus, except waterfowl, in 
the swamps, except where we 
crossed the divide between ihe 
tributaries of the Yenissee and 
Lena Rivers. The horizon was 
as straight lined as the Arctic 
Ocean, Where conditions sur-

— Before Herbert 
Hoover had been elected President 
last fall he called in Lawrence 
Richey, now one of the White 
House secretaries, drew red lines 
on a map around the top of every 
mountain in Virginia witb an al- 
titude of 2500 feet or more and 
told him to scout the surrounding 
regions for a spot on which to 
build a White House fishing camp. 
This camp, already a thriving

day is into 9, 10, 11 and finally 
12 cycles. 

In the first 32-day term of the 
course, periods of sleep will be two 
hours in length, except that one 
period will be of an hour and a 
half, to bring the day out even. 
After his two hours’ sleep, the can- 
didate will enter the water for 10 
minutes’ vigorous swimming, and 
50 minutes will then be given to 
massage, including the application 
of cocoanut oil to prevent sunburn. 
Eating comes next, lasting a half 
hour, and the food is a variation of 
fresh cocoanut, oranges, apples, 
bananas and tomatoes. This com- 
pietes one cycle, and the next cycle 
begins immediately with a sleep 
period, the sequence continuing 
day and night. 

And Then More Cocoanuts. 

In the second 32-day term, all 
sleep periods are an hour ang a 
half; eating lasts a half hour, and 
the ration includes an increased 
amount of fresh cocoanut. The 
swimming is incréased to 20 min- 
utes, and the massage is reduced 
to 40 minutes. This routine com- 
poses eight cycles, each of three 
hours. 

In the later terms of the course, 
swimming increases to 30; 40, 50 
minutes, and finally to a full hour, 
massage being lessened according- 
ly and discontinued in the’ final 
term. Eating periods continue to 
be a half hour ih lentgh, but these 
periods increase in number, und 
the ration at each is somewhat 
lessened. The proportion of fresh 
cocoanut to other foods is stead- 
ily increased, and in the last half- 
term of 16 days, cocoanut, eaten 
12 times daily, is the sole food. 
Sleep periods are diminished in 
length and increased in frequency, 
until, in the last term,_there are 
12 such periods of only one-half 
hour each. : 
Posture is an important part of 
the course. While sleeping and 
eating, the members of the com- 
munity are to lie in a horizontal 
prone position on an artificial log. 
In the exercise of swimming, they 
also occupy the horizontal prone 
position. Hence, the only’ time 
when they “walk on their hind 
fegs” is in going into and out of 
the water, and in a part of the 
exercise of massage. The reason 
given for this is that the upright 
posture places the internal organs 
in an unnatural position. The prone 
posture, permitting the heart, 
lungs and other organs to hang, 
from the spine, is held to facili- 
tate rebuilding of the body. As a 
part of this rebuilding process, it 
is held, some internal organs. over- 
developed, must be reduced. and 
some, underdeveloped. must be en- 
larged. 

Reasons for the prescribed ex- 
ercise and food substances, and for 
the frequent alternation of rest, 
exercise and eating, are given at 
length in the book. The same

The cabins are just what Mrs. 
Hoover ordered, each with parlor, 
bedroom and bath, screcned, with 
porches and fireplaces. There is 
electric refrigeration and lighting 
throughou , the power being 
brought up the mountain from 
Madison. on order. Telephones 
have been installed. 

Mail and Wireless Service. 

There is daily mail service by 
army truck. Airplanes drop im- 
portant mail on a two-acre open- 
ing. A wireless sending and receiv- 
ing station keeps in direct touch 
with Washington. 

The President, commander-in- 
chief of the army, navy and marine 
corps, has called them all into 
service. Marines guard approaches 
to the camp. Army engineers are 
cutting into the hillsides to make 
hard-surfaced roads, and 16 navy 
officers and men formerly assizned 
to the old yacht Mayf:ower, re- 
cently decommissioned by Prcsi- 
dent Hoover, are on duty in the 
camp itself, including the chief. 

Three weeks ago a heavy rain 
would have forced a presidential 
party to take to horses or mules 


for part of the last nine miles lead- ° 


ing from the little speck of Crig- 
lersville up the mountain side. 
Now army and marine corps engi- 
neers, working from four camps 
along the route, have produced a 
road capable of handling two-way 
traffic and vf holding up large 
automobiles in wet weather. 

The camp, just recently seen for 
the first time by newspapermen, is 
assuming the appearance of a 
rustic civic center. A dining hall 
can accommodate 24 persons. 
There are four guest cabins, each 
with private bath, and four tent 
houses, with boarded floors and 
sides, which can be used for’ any 
overflow. 

The Hoovers’ house has a living 


60 feet with a seven- 
feot fireplace at one end capable 
of burning six-foot logs. Fifty-o. 3 
tons of rock were used in making 
the chimneys. The building has 
two baths, a sleeping purch, a long 
front porch, dining room. kitchen 
and two bedrooms. 

Twenty yards to the left of the 
Hoover cabin is the first trout pool 
formed by the engineer president 
and his guests who have scientifi- 
cally and at times very laboriously 
carried stones for dame. 

Maple, hemlock, beech, laurel 
and oak trees provide almost solid 
shade except at spots from which 
some trees were felled for cord- 
wood, which is piled neatly beside 
every cabin for fireplace use. Other 
trees which came in conflict with 
blueprints have been spared by 
cutting porch flooring to fit around 
tree trunks. 

Water from a mountain spring is 
piped to all structures. 

Opposite the Hoover lodge is a 
guest section of four cabins ip a 
row, referred to jovially today by 
Henry P. Fletcher, retiring Am- 
bassador to Italy. as the “slums.” 

Rock-surfaced paths are being 
constructed to form a network con- 
necting all buildings. 


Stakes for Horseshoes. 


Two stakes for pitching horse- 
shoes are driven in an opening to 
the right of the Hoover cabin. A 
geodetic survey brass plaque im- 
bedded in stone near by shows the 
altitude at that point to be exactly 
2500 feet. 

The President’s private cabin 
faces Fork Mountain, which rises 
with thickly wooded sturdiness to 
an altitude of 3850 feet. Atop is 
a rickety observation tower, which 
is to be replaced by the Hoovers 
with a higher one. It can be 
reached only by horseback or by 
an all-day climb afoot. 

The Hoovers bought the land 
outright, starting with 160 acres 
and increasing the total to 900 
acres of surrounding land to pro- 
tect the site and property. The 
President has announced he would 
turn over the camp, constructed 
from his private funds, to the na- 
tion as a permanent White House 
retreat. The tand is soon to be 
incorporated in Shenandoah WNa- 
tional Park. Had he not already 
deeded the land to the Govern- 
ment, the President would have 
been in the position of selling the 
land or losing it by condemnation 
proceedings when the national! 
park project has been concluded. 

In order to fili Mr. Hoover’s or- 
ders it was necessary to purchase 
river rights from fishermen who 
had the Rapidan under contro] by 
lease. These purchases were con- 
cluded last Jan. 1 while President 
Hoover was on his Latin-Ameri- 
can good-will tour. 

Three military stations along the 
new mountain road protect’ the 
camp from any possible tourist in- 
vasion.

Sylvester Baldwin, proprietor of 


the notorious Plantation Inn in 
Wellston and reputed associate of 
Cuckoo gangsters, who hopes to go 
free because another prisoner has 
named James McGauley as the man 
who kiiied Tedd V. Pheips, cashier 
of the Overland “tate bank, in an 
$11,200 holdup last Jan. 18, was 
identified less than two houvs after 
the robbery by George Hoech, 22- 
year-old bookkeveper at the bank. 

Hoech, who is the State’s princi- 
pai witness against Baldwin, re- 
mains steadfast to his original 
identification in spite of the con- 
tradictory statement of Lawrence 
B. Ahrens, who told police last 
week that he. M Gauley and two 
others were the guilty men. Prose- 
cuting Attorney Castlen of St. 
Louis County intends to proceed 
with the prosecution of Baldwin, 
ignoring Ahrens and his confes- 
sion. 

lna dicensdited taken July 20 by 
Baldwin's lawyer, former State 
Senator A. E. L. Gardner, Hoech 
declared Raldw . was the man with 
« shotgun w o led the robbers and 
shot Cashier Phelps in the back as 
he stood with hands raised. The 
holdup occurred at 1:15 "p. m. and 
it was abo t+ : o'clock when Hoech 
at Clayton Courthouse picked Bald- 
win from a group of about 15 sus- 
pects who had been rounded up. 

Hoech, in his deposition, said he 
did not identify Baldwin by any 
particular peculiarities of feature 
but by the simple process of rec- 
ognition. In the bank, he said, 
Baldwin had stood less than three 
feet from him, coinmanding Phelps 
to “come back to the vault or we'll 
knock your brains out.” Hoech 
said the robber was standing 20 
feet from him when he fired his 
shotgun from the hip, killing 
Phelps. 

The robber, Hoech related, wore 
a dark cap but no mask or over+ 
coat. At the courthouse, Hoech ;j 
viewed Baldwin with and without 
a cap before identifying him. 

Hoech also identified William 
McGraw, also absolved by Ahrens, 
as the robber who jumped over a 
railing in the bank and scooped up 
money from the bookkeeper’s desk. 
McGraw, Baldwin and William 
O’Hara, who it is charged drove the 
robbers’ automobile, are held at 
Clayton jail. 

After Ahrens was brought to 
Clayton jail last week, Hoech 
looked at him and declared he had 
never seen the man before, but 
Ahrens declared he recognized 


Hoech as “the man with ‘tortoise- 
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shell glasses” he had described in 
his confession. In his deposition, 
Hoech had declared -he was not 
wearing glasses at the time of the 
robbery. 

Hoech today declined to discuss 
Baldwin with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, saying he had instructions 
from Prosecutor Castlen not to talk 
about the case. Sheriff Lill, in- 
clined to believe Ahren’s confes- 
sion, is holding him in jail al- 
though Castlen has said, “They 
can turn him loose and let the de- 
fense have him for a witness so far 
as I am concerned.”

TARIFF BILL GOES

Many Changes Made’ by 
Committee in Measure 
Adopted Two Months 
- Ago by House. 


LONG DEBATE 
ON FLOOR EXPECTED 


Leaders Predict It Will Be 
Passed by December — 
Sugar Rates One of Most 
Disputed Items. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The 
House tariff bill, carrying hundreds 
of rate changes approved by the 
11 Republican members of the 
Senate Finance Committee, was 
submitted today to the eight Dem- 
ocratic committeemen for their 
consideration. The revised meas- 
ure will not be made public, how- 
ever, until tomorrow. ° 
Debate on the bill was to have 
begun today in the Senate under 
the two months’ recess agreement 
reached June 19, but the finance 
group was delayed in its work and 
will require another week or more 
to rewrite the administration pro- 


visions beforé reporting the meas- 
ure. Umder an agreement between 
party leaders, debate in the Senate 
will not start until Sept. 4. 

Meanwhile, the Democratic com- 
mittee members, who were exclud- 
ed from the committee room after 
a month of public hearings in 
compliance with the custom where- 
by the party in power works alone 
in tariff rate-making, will com- 
pare the committee rates with 
those approved by the House and 
lay plans for the long debate. 

Complete in Another Week. 

The administrative provisions, 
embracing the flexible tariff clause 
and other sections as controversial 
as the rates are to be completed 
by the committee majority in an- 
other week. Then the entire sena- 
torial membership will have an op- 
portunity to study the whole bill. 
as rewritten, before the debate be- 
gins in SeptemDer. 

Some Senators, like Borah of 
Idaho, a Western Republican in- 
dependent who will be heard from 
frequently in the impending strug- 
gle, say there is no chance of send- 
ing the bill to the President before 
the regular session begins in De- 
cember. Senator Watson of  In- 
diana, the majority floor leader. 
however, thinks it will be out of 
the way some time before then, 
while Senator Simmons of North 
Carolina, ranking Democrat on the 
Finance Committee, has forecast 
mid-November as the time of its 
approval oy Congres. 

Democrats have promised not to 
delay the measure unduly. but no 
one knows what the outcome will 
be, should they and the Republi- 
can independents who hold the 
balarfce of power combine in an 
effort to keep the revision imited 
to their own desires. 

Changes in Rates. 

Despite the disapproval of the 
export debenture and stock trans- 
action tax proposals as amend- 
ments to the bill by the Finance 
Committee Republicans, these rid- 
ers undoubtedly will be discussed 
at leneth on the floor. These con- 
troversies alone may take several 
weeks. 

Among the important changes 
in rates approved by the Finance 
majority are: 

Reduction of the House tariff on 
Cuban raw sugar from 2.40 cents a 
pound to 2.29 cents. The present 
rate is 1.76 cents. 

Elimination of the 3-cent  in- 
crease voted by the House in the 
duty on raw wool, leaving it at 31 
cents a pound. 

Increases in. the House duties on 
wool wastes, cotton textiles, agri- 
cultural products. 

Reduction of the present rate on 
automobiles and trucks and buses 
of the lighftr type. The House 
did not change this duty. 

Restoration to the free list of 
shingles and cedar lumber. which 
fhe House made dutiable, and the 
transfer to the free list of man- 
ganese ore and logs, existing rates 
on which were not Goma rees by 
the House. 

Increases in the steuus leather 
duties and retention of the pro- 
posed duties on hides and shoes, 
all of which are now admitted free 
except a few. kinds of leather.

(The “Whispering Wires” case in 
Seattle stirred up wide comment and 
went to the Supreme Court which de- 
cided that the “wire-tapping” was jus- 
tifiable. Mrs. Willebrandt does not 
agree with the decision but she admits 
its importance to prohibition and re- 
lates the inside story of the arrests.) 


XV. An Unusual Prohibition Victory. 


N one case of widespread interest a pro- 
| nivitin victory was achieved in which I 

not only had no part but which I actually 
opposed. I refer to the so-called “whispering 
wires” case at Seattle, Wash. That involved 
the prosecution of a bootlegger named Olm- 
stead. I certainly approved of apprehending 
Olmstead—he was head of a big ring of liquor 
runners from Canada—but 1 didn’t approve 
of the way the prohibition agents obtained 
their evidence. Practically all their testi- 
mony consisted of things they overheard on 
tapped telephone wires. 

Now, I thoroughly disapprove of the prac- 
tice of tapping telephone wires. Irrespective 
of its legality, I believe it a dangerous and 
unwarrantable policy to follow in enforcing 
law. Many of the states of the Union have 
state laws against it. The point involved in 
the Olmstead case was whether, in the ab- 
sence of a state law, the Federal Constitu- 
tion alone prevented obtaining evidence by 
tapping wires. 

When the point was sustained in 
Federal Courts, and reached the Supreme 
Court of the United States, I indicated to the 
Solicitor-General my unwillingness to argue 
the case and try to justify the prohibition 
agents’ wire-tapping tactics when I so thor- 
oughly disapproved of them. Consequently, 
Mr. Mitchell employed distinguished counsel, 
a man formerly associated with his firm in 
Minnesota. 

The facts and points of law involved are so 
interesting to the average citizen that I shall 
outline them briefly. 


Wires Tapped. 
Roy Olmstead was formerly a lieutenant of 


police in Seattle, Wash. He embarked in the 
liquor business; and bis trial became nation- 
ally famous as the “whispering. wires’’ case. 
In one of the cases in which he was involved 
91 people were indicted, charged witb con- 
spiracy to violate the National Prohibition act 
by importing} transporting and _ selling in- 
toxicating liquor. Of these many lived in 
Canada, and 58 were not apprehended, but 
of the remaining 33, four pleaded guilty and 
21 were convicted by the jury. Only eight 
were acquitted. 

It will be seen from this how extensive 
were Olmstead’s operations and how import- 
ant it was to secure convictions in order to 
end the operations of a gang that was flood- 
ing the Pacifig Northwest with liquor. 

The gathering of evidence in the case con- 
tinued for many months. Most of it was se- 
cured by intercepting messages on telephones 
of the conspirators. The wires of the main 
violators were tapped just outside of their 
homes. The organization had an office and 
the telephone line from the office was tapped 
also. The “tapping” was done without. tres- 
passing on any of the property of the de- 
fendants. 

For many months Federal prohibition 
agents listened on these lines. Stenographic 
notes wefe made by conversations heard, and 
knowledge was thus obtained of enormous 
transactions in liquor. 


“News” for Tappers. 
In this manner, prohibition agents heard 


orders given for liquor by customers, con- 
versations between the members of the bovt- 
legging gang, instructions as to delivery ot 
liquor, and also many highly interesting if 
not edifying bits of conversation about Gov- 
ernment officers in general anc in particular. 
The agents also heard through this tapping 
operation much “news” that was no news to 
them, such as word passed between members 
of the gang as to capture of the organiza- 
tion’s vessels, the arrest of their men, and the 
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Mrs. Willebrandt at her desk in Washington when she was An-cletans Attoeney-General 


seizure of their liquor in garages and other 
places. Over the whispering wire came to 
the prohibition agents messages showing how 
arrested members of the gang had been re- 
leased, and details of attempted bribery of 
officers. 

The operations of Olmstead were as unique 
in character as they were extensive in volume. 
He made connections with a man having some 
radio knowledge and talent. and together they 
purchased and operated a radio broadcasting 
station. This station was used for the purpose 
of getting news to incoming boats empioyed 
by Olmstead to bring in cargoes of liquor 

Mrs. Olmstead frequentiy broadcasted on 
this station, and her programs consisted 
largely of bedtime stories. “It was the belief 
of the agents and investigators that the stories 
constituted code signals to the boats at sea, 
advising them when the ccast was clear, and 
where the coast guard buats were likely to pe 

Olmstead’s radio partner, a man named 
Hubbard, was arrested atid joined as a con- 
spirator in one of the cases He was not tried, 
however, but assisted the prohibition officials 
at Seattle as a confidential informer. -Later 
an effort was made to indict Hubbard on evi- 
dence gathered by the Intelligence Unit of the 
Treasury Department intended to show that 
Hubbard had “worked both sides of the 
street,” using his knowledge as a prohibition 
agent to help Olmstead in his operations and 
using his knowledge of Climstead’s plans to 
hold his position with the Government as in- 
former. There was evidence that Hubbard 
had entered the prohibition service as a poor 
man, and yet allegedly had lived “like a king” 
on $175 a month. 


Bitter Factions. 7 

The effort to indict Hubbard failed, how- 
ever, ana there were charges that the Intelli- 
fence Unit was trying to discredit the Prohibi- 
tion Unit. Many of the people of the State 
of Washington who were strong advocates of 
prohibition enforcement felt that Hubbard's 
indictment was sought 'n order to prevent 


honest prohibition agents trom pursuing thelr |. 


work. An intense bitterness developed be- 
tween the two branches :t the Treasury De- 
partment, and it was not an uncommon thing 
for agents 
the special assistant to the Attorney-General, 
who had been sent to Seattle to handle the 
Hubbard case, to be “shadowed” by agents of 
the Prohibition Unit and tkeir friends. 

The evidence obtained uver the “whisper: 
ing wires’ and otherwise, disclosed an illegal 
liquor business of amazing magnitude. it 
involved the employment of not less than 50 
persons, of two seagoing vessels for carrying 
liquor from Scotland to British Columbia, the 


employment of smaller ve ssels for coastwise 


transportation, the purchase and use of a 
ranch tor an under-ground cache for storage 
of liquor, the operation of a central office in 
the heart of Seattle, the employment of ex- 
ecutives, salesmen, delivery men, dispatchers. 
scouts,. bookkeepers, clerks, and even an 
attorney. 

Monthly transactions reached a total as 
high as $1/6.000 and aggregate for the year's 


of the Intelligence Unit and for’ 


operations probably exceeded - $2,000,000. 
Olmstead was the leading conspirator. He 
acted as general manager. His contribution 
to the capital of the business was $10,000. 
Eleven vthers were his partners by virtue of 
contributions of $1000 apiece. Profits were 
divided, one-half to Olmstead and the remain- 
ing half to the other 11. One of the chief 
men was always on duty at the main office to 
receive orders by telephouve and to direct the 
filling of these orders by a corps of men 
stationed in another room, called “the bull 
pen.” At times the sales amounted to 200 
cases of liquor a day. 

In this statement of the case I have large- 
ly used the language of the Supreme Court 
and the Court of Appeals. 


Appeal Sustained. 

The convictions were appealed to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, which upheld them, 
and then the Supreme Court of the United 
States was asked to review the case. After 
first denying a review, it granted one, and its 
decision upheld the legality of obtaining evi- 
dence by the tapping of phone wires. 

The contention of the conspirators was that 
the method of obtaining evidence violated the 
4th and 5th amendments of the United States 


Constitution.. 

On the question of constitutionality, the 
remarks of United States District Judge Net- 
erer, are interesting and worth repetition: 


“The Fourth and Fifth Amendments can- 
not be emasculated so as to give criminais 
Carte Blanche in the use of the public tele- 
phone utility, whether the conspiracy is to 
violate the eighteenth amendment and Vol- 
stead act, or for the destruction of life or 
property, or, perchance, the overthrow of 
the Government. A man’s house is his 
castle, the four walls of his habitation, the 
invasion of which was the evil prohibited 
without a search warrant based on prob- 
able cause. These amendments do not 
make the walls of this house, or castle, co- 
extensive with the limits of the city, state, 
or nation, and give immunity to wriminais 
in carrying forward their unlawful schemes 
by telephonic activities. “Such a situation 
would be deplorable and intolerable; to say 
the jeast.” in the tanguage of the dissent- 
ing opinion; and in the light of the evil 
to be guarded against, which must be tak- 
en into consideration, such license cannot 
be given, and the taw abiding people of 
the community, the state, or the nation 
placed at the mercy of criminais seated in 
their homes, giving command and direction 
to co-conspirators throughout the city, 
state, or nation, and carry forward tne 
criminal activities. The people have some 
rights under these amendments, as well as 
the criminais.” 

Although personally | would stil) use my 
influence to prevent the policy of wire tap- 
ping being adopted as a protibition enforce- 
ment measure, | nevertheless recognize. that 
the interpretation of the United States Con 
stitution against the law-breaker and in favor 
of the Government's right to eateh him, ts a 


prohibition victory of no small proportions.

Will Lend More Than $5,- 
000,000 to Co-operative 
Associations to Assist in 
Moving Crop. 
$9,000,000 LOAN FOR 
GRAPE INDUSTRY 


Help to Be Extended to 
Sun-Maid Raisin Growers 
and Federal Fruit Stabili- 


zation Cerporation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. — The 
Federal Farm Board announced 
today it had tentatively agreed to 
make certain financial advances” 
to cotton co-operative associations 
to assist in the movement of this 
year’s crop, This decision was 
reached, the board said, as a re- 
sult of a number of conferences 


with officers of the American Cot- 
ton Growers’ Exchange. 

“These associations,” the board 
announcement said, “are now able 
to obtain loans from the Federal 
Intermediate Credit Banks to the 
amount of 65 per cent of the value 
of the cotton. 

“The Federal Farm Board pro- 
poses to loan an additional 26 per 
cent—a total of 90 per cent for 
the two Government agencies—on 
cotton on which a definite value 
has been fixed by hedging in the 
future markets. 

Will Advance More Than $5,000,000 

“The total volume of advances 
of this sort to be made by the 
Federal Farm Board will be time 
ited only by the actual require- 
ments of the cotton co-operations 
associations. It is expected that 
the sum involved for this year's 
marketing operations will run 
somewhere between $5,000,000 and 
$10,000,000,” 

“The effect of the secondary 
loan by the Federjl.Furm Board,” 
the announcement continued, “wilt 
be to permit the co-operative as- 
sociation to make final settlement 
with the member grower when the 
latter desires to sell his cotton, 
without forcing that cotton on to 
the market at a time when buyers 
may already be oversuppliied. 

“From the Federal Intermediate 
Credit Banks and the Federal 
Farm Board, the association wili 
receive advances equ to 90 per 
cent of the fixed va'ue. To this 
amount the cotton associations will 
add 10 per cent from their own 
capital reserve; will pay in ful 
the grower who {~- in distress and 
must have money, and wili at the 
same time be able to merchandise 
the cotton in an orderly fashion as 
the spinning mills of the world re- 
quire it.” 

Loan for Grape Industry. 
The Board also announces that 
it has authorizeé@’ stabilization 
of the California fresh grape and 
raisin industry and, in.conjunction 
with a financiai group in that 
State, has arranged for a ioan of 
$9,000,000 to carry out its object. 

This loan will be extended 
to the Sun-Maid Raisin growers 
of California, one of the country’s 
oldest and largest co-operatives, 
and the Federal Fruit Stabilization 
Corporation, a new organization re- 
cently created to help stabilize the 
grape industry 
The Farm Board har dipped into 
its $500,000,000 fund only once be- 
fore. Florida fruit growers receiv- 
ing $300.000 to aid in meeting re- 
strictions imposed to prevent the 
spread of the Mediterranean fruit 
fly. 

One-half of the loan to the Cail- 
fornia industry will be advanced 
by the board. and the other half 
jointly by the Federal Intermedi- 
ate Credit Bank of Berkeley. the 
Security-First National Bank of 
Los Angeles, the Bank of Italy, the 
National Trust*and Savings Asso- 
clation and the Anglo-London and 
Paris National Bank of Gan Fran- 
cisco.

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NO FABULOUS VALUATIONS FOR UNCLE SAM. 

While the valuation plague induced by decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court is afflicting the 
people everywhere through the public utilities, the 
Federal Power Commission has laid down a formula 
so devoid of nonsense that it ought to attract public 
attention. 

It is the business of this commission to grant 
power concessions on public waters, and such con- 
cessions are required by law to include a recapture 
clause. That is, if the Government or the State 
should at any time want to own and operate the 
property, there is set a time beyond which the Gov- 
ernment or the State can buy it. Of course, this is 
also the case with bridge concessions, as it has usual- 
ly been the case with concessions of all sorts to 
private capital. The joker has been that when ef- 
forts were made to purchase any such property the 
owners at once applied the fabulous valuation for- 
mula of what it would cost to reproduce it. This 
practice has caused Congress to include in bridge 
concessions a clause allowing the owners a reasonable 
value to be fixed by the Secretary of War plus 10 
per cent, less depreciation. The Federal Power 
Commission has done better even than that. In a 
letter to Senator Couzens the solicitor of the commis- 
sion has stated its policy with great clarity. He says: 


From a review of the decisions of the courts, 
which must be followed, supported by the argu- 
ments presented in the House at the time of the 
passage of the bill, the reading of the Federal 
water power act can lead to but one conclusion, 
and that is that here is specific direction to the 
Federal Power Commission to insert in capital 
account the actual legitimate cost of construction 
limited to the actual amount of money paid 
therefor. This automatically dispenses with the 
proposition that there can be included in these 
capital accounts lump sums or percentage over- 
heads for engineering, supervision, management, 
financing, development, etc. Such items cannot 
and must not be included. 

In other words, in granting licenses for the de 
velopment of the country’s vast water power re- 
sources the commission does not propose to have 
anything to do with any of those devices of high 
finance which enter into the value of public utili- 
ties. It rules out all questions of what it would cost 
to reproduce the property, all disputes over that 
vague term, “fair value,” and any chance that private 
corporations might otherwise have to line their pock- 
ets at the expense of the public. Presumably, many 
of these concessions will in time pass into the hands 
of the people, as has been the case in Canada, En- 
gland, Australia, Germany, and other countries. If 
so, the commission has saved the people a great deal 
of money and a great deal of annoyance. 

Of course, the difference between the yaluation 
formula of the Federal Power Commission and 
that of the United States Supreme Court fs that the 
one is made for the purposes of recapture and the 
other for earning. Nevertheless, it is amusing to 
observe that while one branch of the Government 
orders a private utility valued at what it would 
cost to reproduce it, another branch is taking every 
precaution that none of its own property falls into 
this bottomless pit.

EWS about the Anglo-American navai 
\ negotiations must necessarily be meager 

at this time. It goes without saying 
that a successful agreement would be im- 
possible if the discussions were condacted 
publicly. For in public negotiations, states- 
men have to pretend that they never change 
their minds; they run the constant risk 
that their constituents will regard a change 


‘of mind as weakness, common sense as un- 


patriotic, rational conviction as diplomatic 
defeat. Mr. MaclIJonald and Mr. Hoover 
are, therefore, preceeding in the obviously 
intelligent way. They are holding no tuli 
dress conferences. They are not writing each 
other grandiose notes. They are negotiat- 
ing in London and Washington, and whiie 
they are revealing very little of their prac- 
tical conclusions, they are revealing quite 
enough of their purposes to convince anyone 
that the proceedings are well considered 
and in perfect good faith. 

Public discussion at this time can contrib- 
ute most to the solution if it heips to pre- 
pare the public mind and then the Pariia- 
ment and the Congress for a symrathetic 
reception of the uRimate agreement. This 
can best be done by recalling clearly what 
it is that all the negotiating is aimed at. 

It is aimed at the absolute stopping of 
rivalry in armaments between Great Britain 
and the United States. At the end, if the 
agreements are successful, neither country 
will look upon its fleet as a weapon of 4e- 
fense or of offense as against the other. 
As a means to this end. a formula is to 
be reached which measures the existing 
fleets, the present progran.s and regulates 
future replacement in such a way as to 
convince public opinion on both sides that 
the two navies are substa*tially equal in 
power. 

Absolute equality of power is, of course, a 
fantasy. No measure can be devised bv 
the mind of man which will guarantee that 
two navies will fight a drawn battle at any 
time in any place and ander any circum- 
stances. Every attempt to construct such a 


| 


“vardstick’” is doomed to failure. It is 
bound, moreover. to provoke contentious 
comparisons which would defeat the whule 
purpose of the agreement. But parity, ‘e- 
garded not absolutely and technically but 
broadly and with common sense, is within 
the realm of statesman-like accommoda- 
tion, and that, we take it, is the kind of 
parity that Mr. Hoover and Mr. MacDonald 
are now discussing. ,

The parity of common sense exists 
already. It exists, that is to-say, in 
that even with the present disparity 
in cruisers neither nation = strong enough 
to dominate the seas without the consent 
of the other, It is often pointed out that 
in the Workd War, Britain disregarded the 
rights of neutral American traders. That 
is true. But it is an error to suppose that 
Britain did this because her navy was 
stronger than ours. The American navy in 
1916 was quite strong enough to smash the 
British blockade had American opinion in- 
sisted upon smashing the British biockade 
In the last analysis, it was American sym- 
pathy with the Allies and the American 
desire to see Germany defeated which pre- 
vented the United States from defendivg 
its neutral rights by force. Had Americans 
in 1916 really wanted to break the lock- 
ade. they had the power to do it even 
without the fleet. An embargo on muni- 
tions would have done it. 

Therefore, it is an unreal argument to 
say that American neutral! rights would ie- 
pend in some future war upon having ex- 
actly as many cruisers as Great Britain 
The real reason for having exactly as many 
cruisers is a sentimental! reason affecting 
American pride and prestige, and the prac- 
tical reason for insisting or this point vf 
Prestige is that it is the most effective way 
of stopping jingo agitation. The two coun- 
tries, their jingoes and the rest. car agree 
on “parity;” they can never agree that 
either should be nominally stronger than 
the other. 


Private Toll Bridges

MODERN PEAR COOKERY 


S MOST INTERESTING 


Large Fruit Is More Suitable 
for Immediately Served 
Dishes. 


Somehow or other pear cookery 
has been very backward in de- 
veloping. Recipes for apple cook- 
ery are legion but the supply for 
pear dishes is meagre in compari- 
son. 

As a matter of fact, almost any 
recipe for a dish made with apples 
may be employed for pears, gen- 
erally with favorable results. How- 
ever, this juggling of recipes does 
not appeal to the average house- 
wife who greatly prefers to have a 
reliable recipe which she can fol- 


finish. 

Pears can be used most advan- 
tageously in family and home cook- 
ing and every day we are im- 
pressed with this idea because 
cookery experts are giving the 
fruit attention with the result that 
some very excellent recipes for 
some very delicious dishes are be- 
ing released this season. 

Spiced Pears. 

Use the winter pears or Seckel 
pears. If large pears are used, peel 
them, cut in half and remove the 
cores. If the smaller Seckel pears 
are used, leave them whole and do 
not peel them. Cook the pears in 
water to cover until they can be 
pierced with a fork. Drain care- 
fully, saving th water; to two 
cups of this add one cup of sugar, 
two inches of stick cinnamon, six 
whole cloves, a strip of lemon rind 
and one-half teaspoon of whole ail- 
spice berries. Boil this mixture 
for 10 minutes, then add the pears, 
and cook slowly for one-half hour 
or bake in a moderate oven for 
30 to 40 minutes. Serve cold. 

Pears With Orange Juice. 

Peel ripe pears. Remove the 
cores and cut the pears in slices or 
in dice. Pour the juice of one or- 
ange over each two cups of sliced 
pears and sprinkle lightly with

MORE CHARGES TO BE FILED 
IN PONCA CITY MURDER PLOT 


Accused Attorney’s rney’s Deal in &. ©. 
Collins’ Name to Be Basis 
for Them.

PONCA CITY, Ok., Aug. 19.— 
County officials have prepared ad- 
ditional charges which they said 
would be filed today against F. C. 
Hyde, 28-year-old Ponca City at- 
torney, charged with an attempt 
to poison Samuel C. Collins, 
wealthy oil man and. brother-in- 
law of E. W. Marland. 

These charges developed from 
a discovery of what police say was 
the probable motive for the alleged 
attempt on Collins‘ life—the order, 
by Hyde, on Collins’ account with 
a New York broker, for 600 shares 
of Continental] Oil Co. stock valued, 
at the market price, at between 
$17,000 and $18,000. 

Officers contend that Collins’ 
signature to the order for stock 
was forged and they said Saturday 
that a charge of forgery probably 
would be filed against Hyde.today. 
Hyde was arraigned Saturday on 
a charge of attempted murder. He 
is alleged to have placed poison in 
a soft drink which he ordered sent 
to the Colling, office. The oil man 
became seriously ill and during 
this time the New York broker or- 
dered his Tulsa representative to 
get in touch with Collins and con- 
firm the order for oil stock, which 
directed delivery of the shares to 
Hyde’s postoffice box. 
The Tulsa firm was informed 
that Collins was too ill to discuss 
business matters and was referred 
to Hyde, who had acted as Collins’ 
private secretary and legal adviser.

Everyone is so, not only  our- 
selves here—the things that exist- 
ed before are no longer valid, and 
one practically knows them no 
more. Distinctions, breeding, edu- 
cation are changed, are almost 
blotted out and hardly recogniz- 
able any longer. Sometimes they 
give an advantage for profiting by 
a situation;—but they also bring 
consequences along with them, in 
that they arouse prejudices which 
have to be overcome, It is as 
though formerly we were coins of 
different provinces; and now we 
are melted down, and all bear the 
same stamp. To re-discover the 
old distinctions, the metal itself 
must be tested. First we are sol- 
diers and afterwards, in a strange 
and shamefaced fashion, individ- 
ual men as well. 

It is a great brotherhood, which 
to a condition of life arising out of 
the midst of danger, out of the 
tension and forlornness of death, 
adds something of the good-fellow- 
ship of the folk-song. of the feel- 
ing of solidarity of convicts, and 
of the desperate loyalty to one an- 
other of men condemned to death 
—seeking in « wholly unpathetic 
way a fleeting enjoyment of the 
hours as they come, If one wants 
to appraise it, it is at once heroic 
and banal—but who wants to do 
that? 

It is this, for example, that 
makes Tjaden spoon down his 
ham-and-pea soup in such tearing 
haste when an enemy attack is re- 


ported, simply because he cannot 
be sure that in an hout’s time he 
will still be alive. We have dis- 
cussed at length, whether it is right 
or not to do so. Kat condemns 
it, because, he says, a man has to 
reckpn with the possibility of an 
abdominal wound, and that is more 
dangerous on a full stomach than 
on an empty one. 

Such things are real problema, 
they are serious matters to us, they 
cannot be otherwise. Here, on the 
borders of death, life follows an 
amazingly simple course, it is lim- 
ited to what is most necessary, all 
else lies buried in gloomy sleep— 
in that lies our primitiveness and 
Our survival. Were we more 
subtly differentiated we must long 
since have gone mad, have de- 
serted, or have fallen. As in a 
polar expedition, every expression 
of life must serve only the preser- 
vation of existence, and is absolute. 
ly focussed on that. All else is 
banished because it would con- 
sume energies unnecessarily. That 
is the only way to save ourselves. 
In the quiet hours when the puz- 
zling reflection of former days, like 
a blurred m’rror, projects beyond 
me the figure of my present ex- 
istance, I ofter sit over against 
myself, as Sefore a stranger, and 
wonder how the unnameable ac- 
tive principle that calls itself Life 
has adapted itself even to this form. 
All other expressions lie in a win- 
ter sleep, life is simply one con- 
tinual watch against the menace 
of death—it has transformed us 
into unthinking animals in order 
to give us the weapon of instinct 
—it has reinforced us with dull- 
ness, so that we do not go to 
pieces before the horror, which 
would overwhelm us if we had 
clear, conscious thought—it has 
awakened in us the sense of com- 
radeship. so that we escape the 
abyss of solitude—it has lent ur 
the indifference of wild creatures, 
so that in spite of all we perceive 
the positive in every moment, and 
store it up as a reserve against the 
onsiaught of nothingness. Thus 
we live a closed, hard existence of 
the utmost superficiality, and rare- 
ly ¢ces an incident strike out a 
Bpark. But then unexpectedly a 
flame of grievous and _ terrible 
yearning flares up. 

Those are the dangerous mo- 
ments. They show us that the ad- 
justment is only artificial, that it 
is not simple rest, but sharpest 
struggle for rest. In the outward 
form of our life we are hardly 
distinguishable from Bushman; but 
whereas the latter can be so al- 
ways, because they are so truly, 
and at best may develop further 
by exertion of their spiritual 
forces, with us it is the reverse— 
our inner forces ‘are not exerted 
toward regeneration but toward 
degeneration. The Bushmen are 
primitive and naturally so, but we 
are primitive in an artificial sense, 
and by virtue of the utmost effort. 

And at night, waking out of a 
dream, overwhelmed and  be- 
witched by the crowding faces, a 
man perceives with alarm how 
slight is the support, how thin the 
boundary that divides him from 
the darkness. We are little flames 
poorly sheltered by frail walls 
against the storm of dissolution and 
madness, in which we flicker and 
sometimes almost go out. Then 
the muffled roar of the battle be- 


comes a ring that encircles us, we 
creep in upon ourselves, and with 
big eyes stare into the night. Our 
only comfort is the steady breath- 
ing of our comrades asleep, and 
thus we wait for the morning.

Every day and every hour, every 
shell and every death cuts into this 
thin support, and the years waste 
it rapidly. I see how it is already 
gradually breaking down around 
me.

Such is the complaint voiced by 
many British ex-service men who, 
out of work and discouraged, see 
and hear and read about the grow- 
ing army of women workers in 
Britain—most of them young wom- 
en of marriageable age.

Right or wrong, these jobless 
men of 30 with the war years be- 
hind them feel there is a very real 
connection between the number of 
women workers in industry and the 
size of the male army of unem- 
ployed. 

One field of wage-earning still 
is uncrowded with women — the 
field of domestic service. Maids 
and cooks are so far from being 
a drug on the market that they 
actually are hard to find. 

And so some of the younger men 
are beginning to take what ¢he 
girls will not have, They are work- 
ing as houseboys and cooks, solv- 
ing at the same time the bread.
